Dear Mark Auerbach: 


We do not seem to have a picture of Dr. Edward Maris or, much to 
our surprise, either of his books. The Maris genealogy has many piccures 
of his relatives (near and distant) but none of him that I could find. 
You can look through it more carefully when you come, but I am not opti- 
mistic. However, we find that he was a member of the Orthodox branch, 
and Haverford College's Quaker Collection has the miscellaneous papers 
as well as main records of Orthodox Quakers, so they may have a picture, 
too. (We have the Hicksite records, but both libraries have microfilm of 
the main records of all the meetings in Philadelphia Yearly Meeting .(both 
,Orthodox and Hicksite). \ 
Enclosed is the extract of the records of Philadelphia M.M. (Orthodox)\ 
from William Wade Hinshaw's Encyclopedia of American Quaker Genealogy. 
"bSWG" means that he was buried in Friends South Western Burial Ground, 
which is on Marshall Road off Cobbs Creek Parkway, and my colleague Pat f

O'Donnell .finds that he was buried 6 mo.216, 1900, in lot 13), section B. 


I also enclose a copy of a leaflet showing Dr. Edward Maris as the 
"President" of the Bicentennial for George Maris. 


There are enough Maris descendants around somewhere that you should 
be able to find a picture of him. A grandson is Dr. Albert Maris, described 
in a May, 1985 Inquirer article as the oldest active federal judge in the 
country. What has happened in the meantime I leave for you. He and Mary 
Carr Maris are still on our annual report list, both at Foulkeways in 
Gwynedd, PA 19436.

Dear Mr. Auerbach: 


I received your letter of October 16th and am sorry for 
the delay in replying to it. 


Dr. Edward Maris was my paternal grandfather. He died 
when I was six years old so I have little memory of him. He was 
chairman of the committee which arranged the family reunion in 
1883 and I have a copy of the volume, "The Maris Family, 1683- 
1885," which was published after that event. It contains a brief 
biography of my grandfather, which I quote: 


Edward, b. 3,15,1832, in Chester Township, Delaware 
County, [Pennsylvania, the son of Jesse J. and Mary 
West Maris], educated at Westtown Boarding School. 
Graduated from Jefferson Medical College in 1855; 

m. 10,14,1857 Eleanor K. Wood of New York [who died 
4,14,1871], and 6,5,1873 Rachel. Scattergood of 
Philadelphia. Resident physician of Philadelphia 
Dispensary from 1860 to 1879, [afterward] practising 
in Philadelphia, 1106 Pine Street, Philadelphia 

bai 6,83, 19001. 


I have specimens of the anniversary medal you mention. 
I also have a framed photograph of my grandfather which hangs in 
my chambers in the United States Courthouse, 601 Market Street, 
Philadelphia. 


I usually go in to my chambers on Wednesdays. Perhaps you 
could come over some Wednesday and I could show you what I have. 
At age 94, I am almost fully retired from the United States Court 
of Appeals.
